THE TRUTH 


Every so often in this hec=- 


tic life of grinding out the 
news for the public we are 


confronted with sitvations 
that would try tne soul of a 
saint. Not so many y“ars ago 
when many newspapers were 
tinted somewhat yellow-—not 
referring to the weather=worn 
paper—it was customary. to 
wield the heavy club of sup= 
pression. Today that is prac- 
tically @ thins of the past. 
Only rarely is a story kept 
from print due to some ulter- 
ior motive other than keeping 
it from the public. It may he 
the report of a crime ijn 


which the police ask cooperas - 


lion, thinking that undue or 
untimely publicity will spoil 
the opportunity of catching 

the offender — twenty-four 
hours, or from one edition to 
the other is usually the limit 
of time that such a story will 
be’ held. 

The man or woman who is 
ruilty cf a crime who insists 
that the report of the action 
will “spell ruin,’ usually meets 
with a. smattering of advice 
of “looking be’ore’ leaping.” 
not that the press is engaged 
in fuining homes and reputa- 
tions~-but because the Ameri- 
can public today demands to 
know the truth. 

livery so often however. 
some two by four has a verbal 
fit because a newspaper re= 
fuses to squelch some item 
which they do not wish pub- 
lished for personal reasons. 
The truth, the real truth, is 
the only thng that will make 
us free—and this is the motto 
of practically every editor to- 
day. 

The Providence Rhode Island 
Journal sums the whole thing 
up. in a nutshell when ‘it ed- 
itorialises: :

Tt may suit the -purpose of 
the statesmen to veil the Sta- 
tue of Liberty. Governments 
must treat other governments 
with external respect, hows 
ever black their origin or foul 
their deeds; but happily the 
press has nv such trammels, 
and while diplomatists are ex- 
changing courtesies, can un= 
mask the mean heart that 
beats beneath a star, or point 


ont the bloodstaius on the hand 


which grasps a sceptre. The 


duty of the journalist is the. 
same as. that of the his- 


torian--to seek out the truth, 
above all things, and to pres- 
ent to his readers, not such 
things as_ statescraft would 
wish them to know, but the 
truth as near as he can ate 
tain it. Let those-who will, 
preach silence on crimes which 
they cannot deny and dare not 
even palliate: we have been 


trained in another school, and

Approximately a million defectives or close to 
one percent of the population are being supported by

One person out of every 
eleven in this country is wholly dependent on the char- 
ity ofthe other-tef:’ Add to this number, which rep- 
resents probably ‘not more than ten per cent of the de- 
fectives,. delinquents, criminals, orphans, epileptics, 
feeble-minded and insane persons in the United States 
alt the tieurotit and¥emotional misfits—and the total 
is appalling. This fact js sufficiently startling in 
itself; but it-is far more startling to be told by an emi-
